How to file an objection to an application for a 

new permit or modification.



To file an objection to a new permit application or modification of an existing 

permit, first click on the Objection to New Permit/Modification link.
*Please be aware that an objector only has 15 days after receipt of notification, to file a valid 

objection.  Please verify that you have not exceeded the notification period before you proceed.

Fields marked with an asterisk (*) are required.

From this list, you will choose 

the application number for 

which you wish to object.  The 

application number can be 

found in the notification packet 

you received from the operator.



You must choose a basis for your objection 

from the options shown here. (You may 

choose more than one category.)



► Once you select a basis for your objection, another list will appear based on your selection.  

► You will then be prompted to choose any (or all) that support your reason for objecting. 

You must choose at least one.



As you can see, if you choose more than one criteria as the basis for your 

objection, multiple subcategories will be displayed.  You must choose at least 

one from each subcategory.



Finally, you will press the ‘Submit’ button, and your 

objection will be sent to the Gas and Oil Program.



What’s next?

► You will receive an email from the Gas and Oil Program, 

when your objection has been reviewed.

► In the email, you will be notified as to whether your 

objection has been approved or denied.

► The operator will also receive notification of your 

objection and the basis for it.
